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SUMMARY OF PROGRESS AND PROJECTED PROGRAMS 
February 1977 



The Select Committee on Assassinations was recreated on 
February 2, 1977 when the House passed H.Res. 222. The resolution 
provided that the Committee's existence was retroactive to Janu- 
ary 3, 1977. 

The Committee met February 16 in open session to consider 
proposed Committee rules. The rules v'ere thoroughly discussed and 
amended. Final adoption was put over until the next meeting, when 
conforming changes and amendments would be incorporated and the 
rules would be presented in final form. The investigations into 
the assassinations of President Kennedy and Dr. King continued. 
Substantial progress was made in the inquiries and new leads and 
avenues of investigation were pursued. 

During the month of March the Committee will continue to 
actively investigate the assassinations with the limited resources 
available, including issuance of subpoenaes in both cases. In 
addition the Committee will meet to adopt the marked-up rules, to 
prepare a budget for the current fiscal year, and to deal with other 
Committee business.
